Russians’ Views At 
Big 4 Tied To Talk 
Of Economic Failure 


WASHINGTON GD—Secretary of 
State Dulles’ June IO comment 
that the Russian economic system 
“is on the point of collapsing” 
raised new questions today of So­ 
viet aims and strength at the July 
18 summit conference. 
Dulles expressed his view in 
testimony made public Thursday 
by the House Appropriations Com­ 
mittee. He said the Soviets are 
“over-expanded, unable to meet 
their commitments,” and are seek­ 
ing “some respite against strains” 
of trying to keep pace with the 
West. 
Release of his testimony, given 
in connection with foreign aid ap­ 
propriations, brought up again the 
question whether the Russians will 
be negotiating from strength or 
weakness at the Geneva confer­ 
ence of President Eisenhower and 
the Prime Ministers of Russia, 
I britain and France. 
The testimony which was re­ 
leased did not show Dulles giving 
any details about possible Russian 
collapse. 
Nikita Khrushchev, R u s s i a n 
Communist party leader, took oc­ 
casion recently to comment that 
the Western nations would be dis­ 
appointed if they believed Russia 
was going to the Big Four meeting 
in weakness. Such an attitude, he 
said, might foredoom the confer­ 
ence.

Potters Convention 


A resolution providing for a spe­ 
cial wage committee to negotiate 
future contracts in the pottery in­ 
dustry was approved by delegates 
to the International Brotherhood of 
Operative Potters convention as 
they wound up the 61st annual ses­ 
sion Thursday afternoon in Miami 
Beach. 
Some 250 delegates, many from 
the tri-state area, began heading 
homeward today after being in ses­ 
sion since June 27. 
Frank Hull, president, said the 
new method of formulating labor 
contracts 
will provide 
“greater 
flexibility.” 
The plan calls for a single con­ 
tract to be signed for all union 
workers making dinner ware, he 
pointed out. 
In the past, wage policies were 
established at the annual conven­ 
tions, generally many months be­ 
fore actual negotiations with t h e 
manufacturers began. 
Hull said Congress also will be 
asked to limit the imports of din­ 
ner ware to 50 per cent of Amer­ 
ican needs. 
Hull told the Associated Press, 
“The industry at full capacity can 
care for 70 per cent of the needs 
of the United States.” 
“We do not want full protection. 
We want healthy competition where 
quality rather than price will be 
the bag item. 
“At present the industry is in a 
bad way and the country is flooded 
with cheap, low grade dinner ware 
from Japan,” Hull concluded. 
The flood of imports and the low 
tariff have been the targets of both 
the union and the United States 
Potters 
Association 
representing 
the manufacturers for many years. 
The delegates also approved the 
American Federation of Labor’s de­ 
mand for $1.25 federal minimum 
wage law. A House labor commit­ 
tee voted 21-9 Thursday to increase 
the national minimum wage from 
75 cents to $1 an hour. 
The bill is expected to come be­ 
fore the House itself next week. The 
Senate already has adopted the $1 
wage floor. If approved, it will 
go into effect March I. 
The IBOP delegates also called 
on the AFL to ask Congress to 
lower the social security age to ap­ 
ply for payments from 65 to 60 
and to make the minimum pay­ 
ment $100 a month.

Coast Guard Says 
‘Blue Star’ Sinking 
Undoubtedly Hoax 


NEW YORK UB — The Coast 
Guard called off a search today 
for a ship which was reported sink­ 
ing Thursday. The alarm was “ un­ 
doubtedly a hoax,” the service 
said. 
The search began at 2:25 a.m. 
Thursday when a distress c a l l 
was received over radiotelephone. 
The call purportedly came from 
a fishing boat which identified it­ 
self as “The Blue Star.” It said 
it was s i n k i n g after striking a 
“ strange object” off the New Jer­ 
sey coast. 
An immediate search by ship 
and plane began. No sign of a dis­ 
aster could be found. 
“O u r evaluation is 
there is 
nothing out there,” LL 
Cmdr. 
James Doyle, Coast Guard public 
information officer, said today. 
He noted that the search found 
only a defective life preserver and 
an oil slick in the area where the 
boat was supposed to have sunk. 
Such discoveries are not uncom­ 
mon, the Coast Guard said. 
A boiler room explosion report­ 
edly set the craft aflame, blocking 
access to rafts and lifejackets. 
The last report from the my­ 
stery-shrouded craft was relayed 
to the Coast Guard by a com­ 
mercial vessel at 3:50 a.m. 
It said a foreign submarine was 
surfacing alongside and was taking 
aboard 2 survivors of the 40-foot 
boat 
Coast Guard vessels reaching 
the scene, pinpointed in the dis­ 
tress message as 30 miles off 
Barnegat, N. J., found no trace of 
any boat or survivors. But the 
search continued. 
Thre rescue craft patrolled a 
4.000-square-mile area of the At­ 
lantic throughout the night. 
Capt. Julius F. Jay cot, chief of 
operations 
of the Third Coast 
Guard District, said the search 
will continue “as long as there is 
rn possibility of someone being 
trapped out there.” 
Jaycot said, “I’m not excluding 
the possibility that it's a hoax.”

LAS VEGAS, Nev. (.TV-Two men 
brightening the dice tables with 
new $100 bills touched off a trans­ 
continental police investigation of 
their possible connection with the 
biggest cash bank robbery on rec­ 
ord. 
New York police summoned vic­ 
tims of the bank robbery to view 
photographs of the two today. And 
experts are checking their finger­ 
prints in search of a link with 
gunmen who took $305,000 from a 
Chase Manhattan Bank in Queens, 
N.Y., last April 6. 
Police here arrested Frank Ells­ 
worth, 36. and Ray Wilson, 33, 
after casino cashiers told how they 
moved from one gaming table to 
another, buying chips with crisp 
$100 bills. 
Detective Lt. B. J. Handlon said 
Ellsworth had 61 hundred-dollar 
bills and Wilson 91 when they 
were picked up here Thursday. 
Ellsworth said he sold magazine 
subscriptions. Wilson said he was 
a clothier. Police searched their 
room in a luxury hotel. All told 
they found more than $87,000. 
Ellsworth was freed Thursday 
night on a writ of habeas corpus. 
Wilson remained in jail on an in­ 
vestigation of robbery booking. 
Ellsworth’s attorney posted $1,- 
000 bond with the writ, which is 
returnable Monday. If he doesn’t 
appear the $1,000 is forfeited. But 
police also have his half of the 
$87,000 in their safe.

Handlon said Ellsworth was free 
on bond in bank robbery cases at 
Memphis, Tenn., and Tulsa, Okla., 
and has a robbery charge against 
him at Wichita, Kan.

Actio n On Disarmamen t Needed At ‘Su mmit 


Pu blic Bu ain ess In Pu blic View 


The newest Ohio law to curb one of the oldest 
offenses of public officials goes into effect next 
Sept. 30. After that date, every meeting of any 
board, commission, agency, or authority of any 
county, township, municipal corporation, school 
district or other political subdivision anywhere 
in Ohio mu<t be open to the public at all times. 
It will be strictly illegal to take any formal ac­ 
tion of any kind in a closed session or to con­ 
ceal the record of any regular or special session. 


Many public officials are carried away at one 
time or another by the noüon that things 
would be cozier if the public did nol know what 
they were doing until the job was finished. 
There also are officials carried away by the 
temptation to be up to something that would 
get them into trouble if the public found out 
about it. 
Whatever their motive, these undercover men 
have been a nuisance to newspapers. Newspa­ 
per reporters are frequently the part of the pub­ 
lic most interested in keeping track of public 
business; that is an important part of their job. 
Ohio’s new law curbing the monkcyshines of 
hush-hush boys who think the public is too dumb, 
too nosey, or just plain messy to have around 
when its business is being conducted was intro­ 
duced in the Ohio General Assembly by Sen. 
Charles A. Mosher of Lorain County. Sen Mosh­ 
er is also the publisher of the Oberlin News- 
Tribune. 
After Sept. 30. any public official, in Ohio, 
who tries to close the door on public business 
is automatically guilty of an illegal act. He al- 
w'ays has been guilty of violating the spirit of the 
Constitution as well as its letter, provided a 
complainant was willing to fight out the issue 
on constitutional grouixis.

I In the light of government statements and 
Ireports hinting that the Communist dictator­ 
ship of Russia may be hopeful of winning a 
cold-war truce at Geneva to give itself a breath­ 
ing spell, a moral dilemma confronts the United 
States, Great Britain and France. 
Would they be justified in granting a breath­ 
ing spell to a dictatorship whose avowed pur­ 
pose is to destroy them by one means or an­ 
other? 
In their quest for relief from the anxieties of 
cold and hot war. would they be justified in 
granting relief to the Soviet Union, which wil­ 
fully rejected the postwar dream of coopera­ 
tive security? 
Under the code of Christian morality, would 
they be justified in keeping up the pressure on 
the godless dictatorship of Russia if they be­ 
lieved that to do so might hasten its destruc­ 
tion? 
The men in the Kremlin, whether! hey are 
as strong as they wish they were or as weak 
as their enemies wish they were, have one high 
card in the Geneva negotiations — their ability 
to precipitate a war to cover their failure—if 
they fail—and to make the world share their 
destruction. 
Until recently, it had been the going supposi­ 
tion that the United States, Great Britain and 
France would negotiate for the pacification of 
the Communist dictatorship, 
if 
the

proved reasonable. 
But it now is becoming the suposition that the 
Geneva conference this month may have to de­ 
cide whether to take Russia’s dictators off the 
hook or let them dangle there, at the risk of 
a war they might then start to conceal their 
own final destructioif in the vast destruction of 
atomic war.

I have read a large | 
number of broadcasts delivered to 
the Russian people on their ow n 
radio networks and the t o n e is 
exactly the same. The tendency is 
to express sadness at the failure 
of the United States to appreciate 
the desire of the Soviet world for , 
peace.

In a word, the Russians give the i 
appearance, at any rate, of need­ 
ing the cold war 'to come to an 
end. If that-is reaUy their neces- ■ 
Sity, there is hope in this world for 
peace in our times. 
’The question, however, is not the 
atmosphere that can be developed 
during a pre - conference publicity 
campaign. What counts is the pro­ 
posals that Soviet Russia will make 
at the Geneva Conference and their 
reactions to our proposals. 


THEN IT GETS down to a meet­ 
ing of minds on paper. The little 


that can be accomplished in six 
days is not to deter us. The meet­ 
ing at the summit was never prac­ 
tical; it was a dramatic idea, the 
brainchild of Sir Winston Churchill, 
but the father was Stalin. After 
the lofty gentlemen have dined ai^ 
wined and conversed, the work will 
have to be done by the foreign 
ministers and their experts. 
When it comes to the crucial 
question of disarmament, the dis­ 
cussion will be over the precise 
facts of the moment and then each 
side will be faced by the other’s 
willingness to lay all the data on 
the table. 
How much are we willing to tell 
the Russians about our work in 
■ atom ‘and hydrogen bombs and 
' how much are they willing to tell 
i us? This can involve ticklish de- 
i cisions, because one side or the 


I other may give away its hand to 
no advantage and suffer a stra­ 
tegic defeat of enormous dimen­ 
sions. Each side wiU have to be 
I wary lest the other side use the 
‘ meeting only to get more informa­ 
tion. 


THE PROBLEM then is how to 
end the race for unconventional 
weapons. If a formula of inspec­ 
tion, control and public reporting 
can be found, if all secrecy is re­ 
moved from the field of weapons, 
the danger of the unconventional 
weapons can be removed and the 
devastating arms race can be end­ 
ed. 
President Eisenhower often uses 
the word, “ sincerity,” and it is not 
a well - chosen word in politics 
because how is one ever to know 
what is hidden in the conscious­ 
ness of a statesman? TTie truly 
great diplomat, Talleyrand, was 
always sincere; that is, he always 
believed 
that Talleyrand 
should 
win the stakes. He was sincere 
about that. Stalin was sincere in 
getting the best of every situation.

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Public Business In Public View 


The newest Ohio law to curb one of the oldest 
offenses of public officials goes into effect next 
Sept. 30. After that date, every meeting of any 
board, commission, agency, or authority of any 
county, township, municipal corporation, school 
district or other political subdivision anywhere 
in Ohio murt be open to the public at a1] times. 
It will be strictly illegal to take any formal ac­ 
tion of any kind in a closed session or to con­ 
ceal the record of any regular or special session. 
Many public officials are carried away at one 
time or another by the notion that things 
would be cozier if the public did not know what 
they were doing until the job was finished. 
There also are officials carried away by the 
temptation to be up to something that would 
get them into trouble if the public found out 
about it. 
Whatever their motive, these undercover men 
have been a nuisance to newspapers. Newspa­ 
per reporters are frequently the part of the pub­ 
lic most interested in keeping track of public 
business; that is an important part of their job. 
Ohio’s new law curbing the monkeyshines of 
hush-hush boys who think the public is too dumb, 
toe* nosey, or just plain messy to have around 
when its business is being conducted was intro­ 
duced in the Ohio General Assembly by Sen. 
Charles A. Mosher of Lorain County. Sen Mosh­ 
er is also the publisher of the Oberlin News- 
Tribune. 
After Sept. 30. any public official, in Ohio, 
who tries to close the door on public business 
is automatically guilty of an illegal act. He al­ 
ways has been guilty of violating the spirit of the 
Constitution as well as its letter, provided a 
complainant was willing to fight out the issue 
on constitutional grounds.

Moral Dilemma At Geneva 


* In the light of government statements and 
[reports hinting that the Communist dictator­ 
ship of Russia may be hopeful of winning a 
cold-war truce at Geneva to give itself a breath­ 
ing spell, a moral dilemma confronts the United 
States, Great Britain and France. 
Would they be justified in granting a breath­ 
ing spell to a dictatorship whose avowed pur­ 
pose is to destroy them by one means or an­ 
other? 
In their quest for relief from the anxieties of 
cold and hot war, would they be justified in 
granting relief to the Soviet Union, which wil­ 
fully rejected the postwar dream of coopera­ 
tive security? 
Under the code of Christian morality, would 
they be justified in keeping up the pressure on 
the goddess dictatorship of Russia if they be­ 
lieved that to do so might hasten its destruc­ 
tion? 
The men in the Kremlin, whethert hey are 
as strong as they wish they were or as weak 
as their enemies wish they were, have one high 
card in the Geneva negotiations — their ability 
to precipitate a war to cover their failure—if 
they fail—and to make the world share their 
destruction. 
Until recently, it had been the going supposi­ 
tion that the United States. Great Britain and 
France would negotiate for the pacification of 
the Communist dictatorship, 
if 
the 
p r i c e 
proved reasonable. 
But it now is becoming the suposition that the 
Geneva conference this month may have to de­ 
cide whether to take Russia’s dictators off the 
hook or let them dangle there, at the risk of 
a war they might then start to conceal their 
own final destruction in the vast destruction of 
atomic war.

Action On Disarmament Needed At "Summit1 


The Geneva Conference m u s t 
come 
to grips with the question of 
disarmament. The world is being 
bankrupted, financially and moral­ 
ly, by the race 
for supremacy 
between t h e 
U n ited States 
a n d 
Soviet 
Russia. A n d 
o t h e r coun­ 
tries are get­ 
ting into this 
c o n t est: re­ 
cently. 
R e d 
China claimed 
Gear** Sokolsky the 
f o u r t h 
place among nations for its air 
force. 
The atmosphere of the moment 
indicates that the Russians are un­ 
usually anxious to find a solution 
to problems which face the nations 
of the world and which almost led 
to war last spring. 
Never has a country entered 
upon so full a campaign for good­ 
will. Khrushchev’s visit to Tito; 
the invitation to Adenauer to visit 
Moscow; 
the 
visit 
of 
Krishna 
Menon to this country and his bar­ 
rage of “good - will’’ on radio and 
television; the admission of Amer­ 
ican 
tourists 
who 
can 
go 
to 
“every” part of Russia except the 
slave labor camps; Molotov’s smil­ 
ing tour over the United States — 
these, and Khrushchev’s speech at 
the American embassy in Moscow 
on the Fourth of July, are a few 
examples of the calculated effort 
to produce goodwill. 


WHO KNOWS? Maybe the new 
regime in Soviet Russia, headed by 
Nikita Khrushchev.* wants a long 
breathing period after IO years of 
the cold war. I have read a large 
number of broadcasts delivered to 
the Russian people on their o w n 
radio networks and the t o n e is 
exactly the same. The tendency is 
to express sadness at the failure 
of the United States to appreciate 
the desire of the Soviet world for 
peace. 
In a word, the Russians give the 
appearance, at any rate, of need­ 
ing the cold war to come to an 
end, if that is really their neces­ 
sity, there is hope in this world for 
peace in our times. , 
The question, however, is not the 
atmosphere that can be developed 
during a pre - conference publicity 
campaign. What counts is the pro­ 
posals that Soviet Russia will make 
at the Geneva Conference and their 
reactions to our proposals. 


THEN IT GETS down to a meet­ 
ing of minds on paper. The little 


that can be accomplished in six 
days is not to deter us. The meet­ 
ing at the summit was never prac­ 
tical; it was a dramatic idea, the 
brainchild of Sir Winston Churchill, 
but the father was Stalin. After 
the lofty gentlemen have dined and 
wined and conversed, the work will 
have to be done by the foreign 
ministers and their experts. 
When it comes to the crucial 
question of disarmament, the dis­ 
cussion will be over the precise 
facts of the moment and then each 
side will be faced by the other’s 
willingness to lay all the data on 
the table. 
How much are we willing to tell 
the Russians about our work in 
atom ‘and hydrogen bombs and 
how much are they willing to tell 
us? This can involve ticklish de­ 
cisions, because one side or the 
other may give away its hand to 
no advantage and suffer a stra­ 
tegic defeat of enormous dimen­ 
sions. Each side will have to be 
wary lest the other side use the 
meeting only to get more informa­ 
tion. 


THE PROBLEM then is how to 
end the race for unconventional 
weapons. If a formula of inspec­ 
tion, control and public reporting 
can be found, if all secrecy is re­ 
moved from the field of weapons, 
the danger of the unconventional 
weapons can be removed and the 
devastating arms race can be end­ 
ed. 
President Eisenhower often uses 
the word, “ sincerity,” and it is not 
a well - chosen word in politics 


I because how is one ever to know 
what is hidden in the conscious­ 
ness of a statesman? 'Hie truly 
great diplomat, Talleyrand, was 
always sincere; that is, he always 
believed that Talleyrand 
should 
win the stakes. He was sincere 
about that. Stalin was sincere in 
getting the best of every situation. 


THERE DOES come a t i m e 
when wars and their warlike after­ 
maths must end because the peo­ 
ples of various countries cannot 
continue to suffer 
their 
conse­ 
quences. Soviet Russia must pro­ 
duce more consumers’ goods if her 
peasants are to provide food; the 
United States must relieve its citi­ 
zens of the burden of taxation and 
must put an end to its creeping 
inflation. 
Therefore, this may be the time 
when practical politicians, in their 
own interests, as well as to the ad­ 
vantage of their peoples, will labor 
valiantly to put an end to the arm­ 
ament race. It could be a Godsend,

The word from 
just three men 
inside t h o s e 
r o o m s could 
have sent this

These three men were the ones 
to decide on war or peace in the 
steel industry. The story of what 
happened at midnight and in the 
hours that followed has not been 
told. Here’s that story. Here’s how 
peace came and added 320 million 
dollars to our annual payroll — 
mass industry’s biggest wage in­ 
crease in recent history. 
While the world press waited out­ 
side the doors, inside were David 
McDonald, leader of the CIO Steel­ 
workers; Art Goldberg, his coun­ 
sel, and the impeccable J o h n 
Stephens, spokesman for IO major 
steel companies. 


THE STEEL OWNERS w e r e 
some distance away in the execu­ 
tive suites of the U. S. Steel Co. 
building. The Ste^l Union 
policy 
board waited in another Pittsburgh 
hotel. 
The union men were asking for a 
21-cents-an-hour — $8.40-a-week — 
increase. Stephens had been argu­ 
ing with them for hours. He had a 
letter with him. His offer was for 
13H cents — and the letter was 
the “final” word from the com­ 
panies. It was. in effect, a state- 
men* to the public, talking of a 
crisis in the steel industry if wages 
went higher. 
Finally, the union men told him 
the least they would take would be 
a 15 cents .a n - hour package in­ 
crease. Stephens left for the steel 
executive offices — where the most 
powerful 
group 
of 
industrial 
spokesmen ever were gathered in 
one spot Meanwhile, midnight had 
passed. Hundreds of thousands of 
steelworkers were striking or pre­ 
paring to picket in the morning. 
By the time Stephens left the Carl­ 
ton House, it was 2:30 a m. 


ALL OVER THE world, word 
flashed that the U. S. was about to 
be hit by a steel walkout — which 
might divert the attention of the 
White House during the “meeting 
at the summit” and which could 
cripple the economic boom. 
Goldberg and McDonald decided 
to go for a walk. The lawyer had 
ordered his telephone shut off — 
but it rang as they were about to 
stretch their legs while Stephens 
tried to get the steel companies to 
P stretch their offer. Goldberg rather 
j t angrily answered and started to

tell the operator not to let any calls 
come through again. She apologiz­ 
ed. She said there was no one on 
the other end. She, herself, wanted 
to know if the country, and es­ 
pecially Pittsburgh, was going to 
be hit by a strike. 
Goldberg 
told

couldn’t even tell the waiting press 
corps — that he didn’t really know. 
Then the two men started on their 
J walk — and the waiting reporters 
flashed word that negotiations had 
I broken off. The world braced itself 
for what might be the “incident” 
which could shake President Eisen­ 
hower’s administration. 


ART AND DAVE walked. A taxi 
driver yelled out: “What’s going to 
happen*” ’ The waiter in an all- 
night milk 
stand asked 
if his 
friends and neighbors would be on 
j the picket line. The two labor men 
realized the impact of the decision 
they’d have to make. The world, 
from Eisenhower to a telephone 
girl, seemed to feel the import of 
what was about to happen. 
They got back to their hotel. 
Stephens was there at 3:30 a.m. 
He offered 14i£ cents. Not 15 cents. 
Why? Because such is the nature 
of mass industry today that the 
extra half penny in each worker's 
pay envelope would mean IO mil­ 
lion more annually for the steel 
workers — and about 6 million dol- 
j lars more for the steel fabricating 
workers. 
The three men, all soft spoken. 
; not given to the dramatics of a 
John Lewis, fought bitterly over 
; that half penny increase until 4 
* a.m. Then they broke up. agreeing 
to meet again at 9:30 a m. 


AT THAT MOMENT Stephens, 
still immaculate, still the imper­ 
turbable industrial diplomat, re- 
j turned. He offered the 15 cents-an- 
hour increase. 
Word was flashed to the steel­ 
workers. They began going back 
to work. Soon they were told that 
the Guaranteed Annual Wage fight 
will come up next year — but that 
they will get it then. Meanwhile 
they had won — peacefully — the 
biggest wage increase in recent 
history in a mass industry. 
Had the steel industry not given 
that half cent — we would today 
| be planning for a shortage of our 
most vital product. On such tight 
bargaining does the fate of mil­ 
lions depend.

For­ 
tunately, Eisenhower doesn’t see 
alleged envoys of the Communist 
or neutralist world without Dulles 
being present. 
Menon was given an opportunity 
to address the National 
P r e s s 
Club. He also obtained the lime­ 
light during the recent United Na­ 
tions celebration in San Francisco. 
His 
doubletalk, 
however, 
h a s 
never been more vividly illustrat­ 
ed than in his answers to ques­ 
tions. Thus, when he took issue at 
the Press Club with the blanket de­ 
scription of India as “neutralist,” 
he said: 
“ We are not neutral in regard to 
peace and social justice. . . . We 
are not n e u t r a l towards 
at­ 
tempts to conciliate international 
differences.” 


BUT A FEW MINUTES l a t e r 
Menon said his country was not 
“concerned with who is right and 
who is wrong” but wanted to find 
a way to solve the whole problem 
of Americans held by Red China. 
It doesn’t apparently make any 
difference to K r i s h n a 
Menon 
whether the Communists have vio­ 
lated their written pledge, given 
at Panmunjom, to return all pris­ 
oners of war. His idea of impar­ 
tiality was revealed when he was 
asked whether he regarded the pre­ 
sent “softness” of the Soviet as 
genuine. He replied that “we have 
found it better to accept people 
for what they say and not suspect 
them.” 
Such studied indifference to the 
laws of morality and justice and 
to the honoring of sacred pledges 
can be expected from a Commu­ 
nist regime, but Menon is trying to 
pose as a “ netural” and as a 
“ mediator.” He actually accepts 
the immorality of The Soviet poli­ 
cies by calling it “realism.” 
Menon declared that the leaders 
of India — one of whom he pro­ 
fesses to be — are “realists” and 
that, if adopting “ any particular 
viewpoint” at a certain time “be­ 
comes advantageous, we try it.” 
There’s the whole case for ex­ 
pediency and against moral princi­ 
ple, as expressed by the man who 
is given prominence on his visits 
to this country and who 
is 
re­ 
ceived with open arms in Moscow. 


MENON ISN’T influenced at all 
by the fact that 40,000 American 
boys were killed and 110.000 wound­ 
ed in Korea in order to repel ag­ 
gression and secure obedience to a 
United Nations resolution seeking 
to establish morality in the world. 
The “roving ambassador” from 
New Delhi isn’t evidently con­ 
cerned either with the fact that the 
United Nations declared Red China 
an aggressor and that the Peiping 
government i n s u l t e d and de­ 
nounced the U.N. at Geneva last 
year and still refuses to allow a 
settlement of the Korean problem 
to be undertaken under the aus­ 
pices of the U.N. 
The Red China government na­ 
turally wants its partisan. Krishna 
Menon, to handle this matter be­ 
cause of a confidence that he will :

achieve what the U.N. refused to 
do for the Communists. 
Menon. moreover, doesn’t hesi­ 
tate to say publicly now that the 
Matsu and Quemoy group of is­ 
lands, as well as Formosa, should 
be handed over to the Red China 
regime.

openly champions the

THIS QUESTION presents no dif­ 
ficulty to the c r a f t y mind of 
Krishna Menon but the situation 
makes little sense to those who 
respect the moral position of the 
United Nations and of this country 
in the disputes with Soviet Russia 
and Red China. 
M3non’s formula is for the United 
States to give pp all bases and 
all her interests in the Far East, 
dissolve the Nationalist a r m y 
which is helping to defend south­ 
east Asia and sell out the South 
Korean government to the Com­ 
munists.

Incidentally, who gave U Nu, the 
prime minister of Burma, what he 
says was an “ impression” he de­ 
rived during his recent v i s i t tq 
Washington that the United States 
government really favors admis­ 
sion of Red China to the United 
Nations and that the only question 
to be decided was the “timing” ? 
It’s possible that there are “left 
wingers” who are stimulating such 
erroneous thoughts but, if they 
every submit the 
issue to the 
American people in any congres­ 
sional or presidential election, they 
will find t h e m s e l v e s much 
mistaken.

Storks Dwindle 
The stork, long-legged symbol of 
burgeoning populations, is dwindl­ 
ing in its own ranks. 
Its 
decline 
has 
become 
so 
marked in recent years that not a 
breeding pair of white, or com­ 
mon, storks remains in Switzer­ 
land, a recent report discloses. 
More than 50 stork families had 
dwelt for half a century on farm­ 
house roofs in a Swedish area, but 
the number fell to one bachelor 
bird in 1953. 
The diminishing flocks are laid 
to attrition from weather along 
migration routes, the eating of 
man-poisoned insects and man’s 
encroachment on feeding grounds, 
the National Geographic Society 
says. The International Committee 
for Bird Preservation has * asked 
“fullest protection” for the soci­ 
able roof-rooster — source of a 
stream 
of fables 
since 
ancient 
times. 
Early Romans believed the stork 
was sacred to Venus, the goddess 
of love. Thus, when a pair nested 
on 
a 
rooftop 
the 
family 
was 
blessed. 
Many attached bad luck to stork 
killing. 
Others thought storks were once 
men, reverting to human f o r m 
while wintering in Egypt. 
German folklore held that storks 
gathered babies from ponds, wells, 
marshes and springs, where the 
souls of unborn children d w e l l , 
and bundled them to favored fam­ 
ilies 
War was predicted when storks 
hurriedly left their nests to rebuild 
them rn trees. The stork, indeed, 
was credited as a prophet during 
the earthquake in Greece l a s t 
year. Aroused by a sudden com­ 
motion among the big birds, many 
persons fled from midday naps to 
safety. 
The stork nowadays is widely re­ 
garded as a good omen. Many 
European families attract them to 
their rooftops 
by placing cart­ 
wheels as bases for nest*.

Mechanical Brain 
See* That Percy 
Gets Up With Sun 


TUCSON, Ariz. UFI — Getting up 
with the sun is no chore for Percy— 
he’s a pyrbeliometer hitched up to 
a mechanical brain. If Percy is 
one of the up-and-at-’em sort, its 
because his father, Dr. A. Richard 
Kassander of the University of Ari. 
zona’s Atmospheric Physics Insti­ 
tute, is such a lazy fellow. 
“With the increase in interest in 
using solar energy,” Kassander 
said, “it was logically within our 
duty to begin recording the sun’s 
energy. We didn’t have much time 
to spend on it, so, strictly out of 
laziness, we made it automatic.’’ 
The device lives at the top of 
a pole, like many others of its 
kind throughout the nation. What 
makes Percy different is the fact 
that he’s hitched to an adding ma­ 
chine. Kassander says its the only 
hookup of the kind in the world. 
As the sun rises each day, Percy 
springs into action without a yawn. 
The device at the top of the mast 
catches the sun’s rays and sends 
down an electrical impulse that is 
converted by an electronic device 
into neat figures on the adding ma­ 
chine. 
Every two minutes the adding 
machine totals the amount of solar 
energy, then it marks a sub-total 
at the end of 20 minutes. 
At the end of the day Percy to­ 
tals the day’s solar energy and 
turns in for the night. 
Does such a devoted worker get 
a vacation on a cloudy day? 
Not a chance, because the sun’s 
energy comes through the clouds 
anyway and Percy is on the job 
measuring it.

Funds provided in the bill are 
for use during the fiscal year that 
started July I. They would supple­ 
m ent an estimated $8,717,100,000 
in unexpended balances from pre­ 
vious appropriations. 
The biggest cash cut imposed by 
the committee was 420 million dol­ 
lars chopped from the $1,125,000,- 
000 requested for m ilitary assist­ 
ance. The 705 millions approved, 
the committee said, “ should prove 
adequate” for requirem ents of the 
program during the year.

Kiwanis Club Hears 
Dr. Appelman Of 
Q ty Crusade Revival 


America, facing the g r e a t e s t 
threat in its history from the Com­ 
munist world, must give unswerv­ 
ing loyalty to the Constitution, 
Christ and the Church. Dr. Hyman 
Appelman, Russian-born evangel­ 
ist, told the Kiwanis Club at its 
luncheon Thursday at the Travel­ 
ers Hotel. 
“For the first time since 1812, 
the United States faces an enemy 
numerically superior,” said Dr. 
A p p e l m a n , currently conduct­ 
ing the Crusade for Christ evangel­ 
istic campaign here. “ And t h i s 
enemy is the most vicious and evil 
| we have ever confronted.” 
“Coming to America when 12 I 


I was taught in schools here that 
this country was the greatest in 
I the world because of its size, be­ 
cause of its tremendous natural 
resources, because of its 
native 
; genius in skills, technical ability 
j and intelligence,” he said. 
“But Russia is a much larger na­ 
tion, and German scientists and 
educators have long led the world 
in inventiveness and top - caliber 
schools and universities. 
“No,” he went on. “America is 
j the greatest land on earth because 
it has grown under the blessing of 
God. The original 13 Colonies were 
established for religious purposes, 
and our first colleges were found­ 
ed to provide for the education of 
ministers. 
“The Church has been one of 
the leading influences throughout 
our history,” he said. 
“Bot America is on the verge of 
a crack-up unless we return again 
to God.” he said. “The solution 
to our problem in this crisis is loy­ 
alty.” 
“Does common sense indicate 
that all these confabs with the Rus­ 
sians at San Francisco or Ge’neva 
| will solve the friction, the crises? 


J No. Talk will only put off, delay 
and postpone,” he said. 
The nation must be loyal to its 
Constitution, to its form of govern­ 
ment w h i c h has remained un­ 
changed in 168 years while other 
governments 
have 
f a l l e n 
or 
changed, he declared. 
The success of this republican 
form of government has been prov­ 
en; it is the best under God, he 
said. 
“I’m not blind and I’m not stupid 
—I know there is crookedness, cor­ 
ruption, graft and disloyalty,” Dr. 
Appelman said. “But despite its 
faults, I’ll take America. 
“I don’t think the Communist 
party should have been outlawed, 
its agents jailed. I would have sent 
them all to Russia for two years, 
then bring them back. After that 


experience, they’d all join the Re­ 
publican Party,” he mused. 
' Secondly we must be loyal to 
God.” he went on. “Never has a 
nation grown to such titanic size 
and success in so short a time, 
and this is because we have pros­ 
pered under the hand of God.” 
“And we must be loyal to the 
church which has been the corner­ 
stone of our democratic strength,” 
he said. 
Dr. Appelman related the story 
of a Chicago judge, who speaking 
in 1923 of his infantry company; 
during World War I, described howl 
the men were ordered forward in 
an attack over barbed wire. 
“The men pushed onward into 


No Man’s Land with German fire 
all around them, one after t h e 
other cut down until there was no 
need to cut the wire. their bodies 
had piled up until the wire was 
pressed down for the lollowing 
troops,” he said. 
“We in America today are going 
to have to make such sacrifices for 
those generations which w ll come 
after us,” he concluded. “We are 
going to have to pay the price for 
the salvation of our land, regard­ 
less of the cost.”

Disarmament Seen Russia’s 
Key Move At Big 4 Parley 


BJ JAMES MARLOW 
WASHINGTON (JU-Some of the 
best informed men in the govern­ 
ment believe the Russians—when 
they meet President Eisenhower 
in Geneva IO days from now—will 
make their most spectacular move 
on the issue of disarmament. 
The Russians, they think, will 
either offer new concessions or try 
to force the United States to do 
so. They have yielded more in the 
past few months than in the past 
10 years. 
And Eisenhower, judging from 
his remarks at his Wednesday 
news conference, may be consid­ 
ering concessions. 
Thir is a quick history of the 
world disarmament problem in the 
past IO years, 
telescoping 
the 
views of the Russians on one side 
and the Western Allies—the United 
States, Britain, and France—on the 
other. 
The Russians’ position until last 
May: 
I. There must be an immediate 
end to making atomic weapons; 
those now stored up must be de­ 
stroyed. This was all to the advan­ 
tage of the Russians when they 
had no atomic bombs and the 
United States had plenty. 
• 2. The nations should reduce 
their armed forces on a percen­ 
tage basis. Since the Russians had 
the largest armed force, a per­ 
centage reduction would benefit 
them. 
3. There could be no internation­ 
al inspection teams—such as the 
West proposed—allowed 
in 
any 
country to see that it was not 
cheating on making atomic weap­ 
ons. 
This has been the Allied posi­ 
tion: 
1. No sudden disarmament, but 
a gradual one step-by-step until 
f i n a l l y atomic weapons were 
scrapped. The reason: To test the 
disarmament machinery and the 
sincerity of every country in living 
up to the agreement. 
2. Armed forces reduced through 
a fixed limit on their size, not on 
a percentage basis as the Russians j 
wanted. 
3. International inspection teams j 
stationed in every big country with ! 
full freedom to check everywhere . 
to see there was no cheating. 
The two sides stuck to those po- ] 
sitions for years. Suddenly on May | 
11 the Russians made a public an­ 
nouncement 
which 
startled 
the 
West: 
1. They agreed to the idea of; 
gradual disarmament, which the 
West wanted. 
2. They accepted the West’s idea 
of a fixed limit on armed forces, j 
They agreed, almost unchanged, 
to the very figures proposed by 
the West: A limit of 1*£ million 
men each for the United States, 
Russia and Red China; and 650.000 
men each for Britain and France. 
3. They agreed, for the first time, 
to let an international inspection 
team be stationed in Russia, but 
in a limited way. For example: 
The team would be restricted to 
airports, docks and rail centers. 
4. They demanded the United 
States give up its overseas air 
bases which, because they ring 


Russia, are in a position to plaster 
her if she gets aggressive. This is 
something this country could hard­ 
ly agree to until world disarma­ 
ment was near its last stages. 
Two days later, May 13, the 
United States, Britain and France 
said they were still for unlimited 
right of international inspection 
teams to go where they wished and 
look at anything they wished in a 
country where they were stationed. 
On Wednesday—two months after 
the Russians opposed complete in­ 
spection and the United States de­ 
manded it—Eisenhower wondered 
out loud just how much inspection 
| the United States would permit in 
this country. He said: Are we going 
to open up every one of our fac­ 
tories. every place where s6me- 
thing might be going on that could 
be inimical to the interests of 
somebody else?
